HOLLAND ENTERS A PROTEST

LONDON, July 1. — The new danger 
zone’ recently established in the North 
Sea by the British Government has 
drawn protests from the Dutch Govern- 
ment, which maintains that these reg- 
ulations abolish the safe shipping route 
across the North Sea, thereby rendering 
the passage of all shipping to and from 
Holland around the northern coast of 
England completely impossible. The oth- 
er routes are included in the German 
danger zone. 

Reuter’s Amsterdam correspondent 
says that the Dutch Government as- 
.sumes that this cannot be the intention 
of the British Government, and in draw- 
ing the latter’s attention to the most se- 
rious consequences entailed by these 
measures, has expressed the expectation 
that they will be modified.

WHERE JOFFRE FIRST was 
FAMOUS. 
France ‘first heard the name vor 


| JOFFRE in 1894, when he was 38 years 
1 old. He was south of the Sahara in 


Africa, & Major in the French Army, 


when suddenly his name rang through | 


France as “The Hero of Timbuktu.” 
Years ago, he told how it all hap- 


| pened in a little book that was trans- 


lated into English under the title of 
March to Timbuctoo.” It is a 
modest, simple narrative, so con- 
densed in, style, 80 full. ot welghty 
matter pithily presented, that it can- 
not tall to remind the reader ot m4 

He nad been sent. to ‘Senegal, 
French ‘West Africa, to build a rall- 
road from Kayes, at the head of navi- 
gation on the Senegal River, to the 
Niger. This route would give river 
and rail transportation between the 
French Atlantic ports in Africa and 
the famous City of Timbuktu. The 
world is, today, thus linked with this 
once trade mart in ‘inner 
Africa. - 

It was known that the e of 
Timbuktu were handling a trade of. 
some millions of dollars a year along 
the caravan routes across the Sahara; 
end that this commerce was greatly. 
handicapped - by the Tuareg of the 
desert and the Fula of the Sudan who 
were alternately - masters of Tim- 
buktu, as one or the dther gained the 
asdendency. ach race, in its turn, 
exacted enormous tribute as the price 
of: permitting industry and commerce 
to de carried on; and the helpless peo - 
pie of the city were on the verge of 
destitutton and despair when France 
decided to go to their relief.

WILLIAM WINTER. used the Eng- 
lish language ‘with extraordinary skill.

It was natural that he 
should love to write, for few, even 
among writers of acknowledged and 
widely proclaimed ability, could write 
Iso well.

ro TAKE MEDICAL SUPPLIES 


William B.. Thompson, 
and Dr. Frank Billings of Ghicago 
In, Charge of Investigation. 


Henry P. Davison, Chairman of the 
Red Cross War Council, announced yes-. 
terday that a special Red Cross Commis- 
sion is.to be sent to Russia as the first 
step of the plan of the relief organiza- 
tion to do something. immediately to 
hearten“ that country. The commis- 
sion, which is to make an extensive 
study of the needs of the nation, will 
be composed of a group of eminent men 
from all parts of the United States 
headed by William B. Thompson of New 
York and Dr. Frank Billings of Chicago. 
Mr. Thompson is a copper financier at 


to the war fund recently raised by the 
Red Cross. He was also one of the 
men who helped to finance relief work 
in Belgium. Dr. Billings is one of the 
best known physicians in the Middle. 
The commission will carry with it a 
quantity of medical supplies and surgi- 
cal instruments for distribution to hos- 
pitals, institutions and Red Cross or- 
‘ganizations in Russia. It will also as- 
certain along the broadest possible lines 
in what manner the Red Cross can, ex- 
tend most effective relief work to the 
wounded, and what can be done for 
the needy and suffering civilian popu- 
lation, There will be twelve men in 
the commission, all experts in problems 
of medicine, public health, and sotial 
Service.
